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Socialists Boycott 
Diet After Election 
Motion Is Killed 


The Opposition Socialist Party yestemlay decided 
to boycott all proceedings in the House of Representa- 
tives until the party’s Central Executive Committee 
has decided—at an emergency meeting scheduled for 


this afternoon—on the strategy 
to be pursued following a new 
Libera!-Democratic Dief blunder 
and a controversial Tory state- 
ment, - 


The blunder of the Tories— 
stil haunted by the Govern- 
ment’s Budget bill error of last 
Thursday—came when the Libe- 
ral-Democratic majority in the 
Lower House comfortably kill 
ed the Socialist resolution call- 
ing for dissolution of the House 
by 256 votes to 151. 


But instead of announcing 
that the motion had been killed, 
Takao Suauki, chief of the Low- 
er House secretariat, declared, 
“Majority in favor.” 

The Socialists, always eager to 
exploit a slip of the tongue, de- 
serted the Diet floor -shouting 
“Approved! Approved!” 

Liberal-Democrats, alarmed at 
this unexpected development, 
rushed to Speaker Shuji Masu- 
tani to point to the error in 
Suzuki's statement. 


Suzuki corrected his report 
and Masutani formally declared 
that the resolution was voted 
down, with no Socialist member 
attending. 


Proceedings at the plenary 
session were conducted later 
without. the attendence of the 
Opposition, while the Socialists 
were charging the ruling party 
with “arbitrary Diet manage- 
ment.” 

The Socialists also took issue 
with a statement by Saeki 
Ozawa, a Liberal-Democrat, wh 
took the rostrum yesterday to 
express opposition to the So 
cialist resolution fer Diet dis 
solution. 

Ozawa said in his speech, “lf 
the ‘resolution is voted down, 
the Socialist Lower House mem- 
bers should resign en masse.” 

The Socialist Party, attaching 
importance to this statement, 
decided to boycott the Diet un 
til the party has worked out a 
“ooncrete struggle policy” 
against the Government at this 
afternoon’s meeting of its cen. 
tral executive committee. 

The Socialists claimed Ozawa’s 
Statement was a “formal rever 
ation” of the Tory party's attr 
tude. They also expressed the 
view that the resignation en 
masse of the Socialist members 
would naturally force the Gov: 
ernment to dissolve the Low- 
er House. 

Observers ruled out any pos 
sibility of Socialist members of 
the House resigning en bloc, 

They predicted the Socialists 
would rather take advantage of 
the new development to drag 
out Diet debates on the budget 
bill and other key measures as 
long as possible, 

This, they forecast, will most 
likely upset the Government's 
plan to have Finance Minister 
Hisato Ichimada explain the 
budget bill before the Budget 
Committees of both Houses to- 
day and to get fulbscale debates

Imre Horvath Dies 
After Operation 


BUDAPEST (AP)—Hun- 
gary’s Communist Foreign 
Minister Imre Horvath, 57, 
died Sunday night following 
an sciiteiion last week for 
gallstones. He had been for- 
eign minister since July 
1956. 


An active Communist 
since 1918, Horvath also 
was a member of the party’s 
Central Committee and by 
profession an engineer. 


Horvath was well known 
abroad for representing 
Hungary at the session of 
the United Nations General 
Assembly which was in ses- 
sion during the 1956 anti- 
Russian revolt in Hungary. 


Budapest Radio, in an- 
nouncing his death Monday, 
said that Horvath had been 
seriously ill for a long time. 


Immediate speculation on 
Horvath’s successor as for- 
eign minister centered on 
Andre Sik, who is Deputy 
Foreign Minister and now 
the country’s chief delegate 
at the United Nations.

Prime Minister Nobusuke K#- 
shi, Fujiyama and other Gov- 
ernment leaders, considering the 
importance of the London post, 
negotiated with Shigeharu Ma- 
tsumoto, managing director of 
the International House and 
former managing editor of the 
defunct Domei News Agency, 
for the post. 


Matsumoto, however, declined 
the offer on the ground of ill 
health, 

The Prime Minister is expect- 
ed to see Matsumoto again to 
seek his reconsideration, al- 
though the meeting is not like- 
ly to succeed, 

It is expected that the ap- 
pointment of Yosano will be fi- 
nalized by Kishi and Fujiyama 
after Matsumoto definitely de- 
clines the offer,

The Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry intends to

The statement was made by 
Shigesaburo Maeo, Minister of 
International Trade and Indus- 
try, yesterday when he explain- 
ed. his Ministry's policies for 
fiseal 1958 before the Upper 
House Commerce-Industry Com- 
mittee. 

Maeo said, however that this 
will be done without stepping 
out-of the bounds Japan has set 
in. its policy of cooperation with 
the free nations of the world, 

Maeo said increased trade 
with the Soviet Union was an- 
_ ticipated through implementa- 
tion of the Japan-Soviet trade 
agreement which was signed 
late last year. 

Increased trade with Commu- 
nist China could also be an- 
ticipated through the fourth 
Japan-Red China private trade 
aceord expected to be conclud- 
ed shortly, he said. 


MITI, he said, is intending to 
expand trade with Southeast

Asia through closer economic 
cooperation between Japan and 
the nations in that area, 

For this purpose, he said his 
Ministry was planning to in- 
crease Japan Export-Import 
Bank loans to the countries and 
establish a Southeast Asia De- 
velopment Fund. 

On domestic measures to pro- 
mote foreign trade, Maeo said 
his ministry was planning to 
take measures to stabilize the 
prices of key materials used in 
the production of export goods 
and to advise traders to discon- 
tinue their practice of excessive 
competition, 

Maeo said his ministry would 
also endeavor during fiscal 1958 
to increase Japan's level of in- 
dustrial technology by subsidiz- 
ing important research work 
and granting’ taxation privileg- 
es for the industrialization of 
new scientific discoveries,

Dr, dames A. Killian, special 
assistant to the President for 
science and technology, put the 
challenge this way: “We must 
marshal public opinion to de- 
emphasize the hot rodders 
among our youth and to encour. 
age the hot minds.” 

Chairman Thomas K. Fin- 
letter, former Air Force Secre- 
tary, said: “The Soviet challenge 
is not confined to armaments. 
‘It is mounting daily in other 
areas—technological, industrial, 
cultural, ideological—which con- 
tribute weapons to modern 
diplomatic and economic war- 
fare, 

“At stake are our relations 
with our allies in Europe, Latin 
America, Asia and the Middle 
East. The future political and 
economic orientation of today’s 
‘neutral and under-developed na- 
tions lies in the balance.”

Japan and the Soviet Union 
will reopen direct mail service 
at, the end of next month after 
more than a decade's suspen- 
sion since the closing days of 
the Pacific War. 


Under_a new postal. agree- 
ment recently signed by the 
two nations, all sea mail to 
Russia will be shipped straight 
to that country. The first batch 
will be carried by a Japanese 
liner sailing for Nakhodka at 
the end of March. 


The resumption of the direct 
service will mean a big saving 
in time and money in the 
Japan-Soviet postal communica- 
tions, which have so far been 
conducted via Switzerland. 


Delivery of letters will be

Peiping Plan

Corununist China yesterday 
announced ambitiously that 1958 
would “see a new leap forward” 
in ite national economy, kicking 
off its second five-year plan aim- 
ed at bringing China’s 600 mil- 
lion people industrially on par 
with the West. 

The optimistic pronouncement 
was made by Vice Premier Po 
I-po before the second plenary 
session of the fifth National 
Legislative Congress in Peiping. 

Po t-po, who is also chief of 
Red China’s State Economic 
Commission, eét forth a “Draft 
1958 National Economic Pian” 
Whose objectives included: 


1. An investment of 86,022 
million in capital construction, 
or 17.8 per cent more than the 
estimated figure for 1957, 


2. A total industrial output 
valued at $27,035 million, or 19.6 
per cent. more than 1957, 


5. A steel output of 16,248» 
000 tons, or 19.2 per cent oyer 
1957. 

4, Fleetricity production of 
22,460 million kUowatt-hours, or 
18 per cent over the previous 
year. 

5. Coal production of 150, 
724,000 tons, representing 17.2 
per cent over 1957. 


Underscoring the Peiping re- 
gime’s drive for industrial ex- 
pansion, Po told the assembled 
delegates there would be great- 
er stress on expanding the va- 
riety of products turned out, 


Pointing out that the achieve- 
ments of the first five-year plan 
were “inseperable from the en- 
ormous assistance given by the 
Soviet Union and other fraternal

“During the second five-year 
plan, China (would) continue to 
receive from them generous 
help in many spheres to enable 
us to ad. ance more speedily to 
the great road of socialism.” 


3 Benelux Nations

The union treaty, formally 
signed by Premiers Achille Van 
Acker of Belgium, Dr. Willem 
Dreés of the Netherlands. and 
Joseph Bech of Luxemburg will 
bind 20,500,000 Beneluxers to- 
gether for the next 50 years and 
consolidates an existing situa- 
tion. 


The treaty provides for 
abolishing quantative  restric- 
tions in the fields of agriculture 
and transport by 1962.

Today is the 10th anniversary 
of the independence of Ceylon. 
Ten years have now passed 
eince my country stood on the 
threshold of a new era free wo 
mould its destiny to a pattern 
consonant with its new stature 
as a sovereign and independent 


nation. It was a right we 
secured after long and patient 
agitation on strictly constitu- 
tional lines by successive gen- 
erations of statesmen and 
political leaders, all united in 
their quest of a common poll- 
tical goal. 


That goal was the attainment 
of the legitimate aspirations of 
a country, based om the re 
storation of its independence 
and its freedom to develop as 
it thought best In keeping with 
the genius of the cultural tradi- 
tions of the people. In 1967, the 
last remaining symbols of 
foreign rule were removed by 
the transfer of the British- 
held navel and air bases in 
Ceylon. This transfer was 4 
result of negotiations conduct 
for this purpose in a spirit o 
cordiality and friendship which 
demonstrated that Common- 
wealth countries can settle 
differences between them by 
the peaceful means of discus 
sion and negotiation. 

the occasion of the 
transfer of these bases, my 
Prime Minister remarked that 
“when the history of this 
period comes tw be recorded, 
one of the outstanding features 
in such a record will be the 
tty, cordiality and friend- 
p, and the good grace with 
which the Government of the 
United Kingdom granted back 
the control of their own affairs 
to the peoples of far-flung ter- 
ritories over which it has ruled 
earlier.” 


Our membership of the Com- 
monwealth is as strong as ever 
before and it is our hope that 
this unique association of free 
and equal nations will grow in 
its moral stature to influence 
and spread its peaceful infiu- 
ence more widely over this 
disturbed world. 


With freedom and indepen- 
dence come great responsibill- 
ties. The greatest af these is 
to keep alive the fame of lib 
erty and the price we have to 
pay for this precious gift is 
eternal vigilance. We have to 
strive with united determina- 
tion to consolidate the indepen- 
dence which we have won by 
using the unlimited opportuni- 
ties that freedom has given us 
to develop our nation not only 
politically but in the social, cul 
tural and economic spheres as 
well. It is to these tasks of 
development that my Govern- 
ment and people are now dedi- 
cated. 


After 10 years of indepen- 
dence we can now see fairly de- 
finitely the direction in which 
we are going. it is necessary 
and important that we know 
thig and that we chart our 
course with care if We are not 
to stumble on the way. We are 
dedicated to the democratic 
form of government and to the 
values of freedom and liberty 
that stem from this form. 

This may seem a trite repeti- 
tion of what I may have said in 
previous years or what is said 
in many other similar messages 
but it is my belief that we are 
in the greatest danger when we 
take for granted democratic 
values which we enjoy and 
cherish. Repetition of this, is 
1 think a fault that cannot be 
too often committed. But the 
political form of democracy

would be merely an empty and 
fragile shell unless our social 
and economic structure were 
also democratized and trans 
formed to meet the revolution 
of rising expectations of our 
people and the genius of our 
country. 

Our foreign policy is based on 
friendship with ali nations and 
nonalignment with any of the 
power groupings of the world. 
it is only if we remain uncom- 
mitted and unattached to either 
of the rival power groups that 
smal!) countries such as mine 
will be able to play the very

Internally, it is the policy of 
my Government that the social 
and economic structure of Cey- 
lon should be transformed gra- 
dually into a socialist pattern of 
society.

Because They Must Work

dren who are helping the family 
financially is higher in the 
downtown area where smalil- 
scale Industrial plants are com 
gregeied. About 20 to 30 per 
cent of the absentees are efmn- 
ployed in such areas while those 
working in other areas con 
stitute 7 per cent. 


The working hours of minors 
are generally longer than those 
reguiated by the Labor Stand- 
ards Law. For instance the 
majority have to work from 8 
am. to 5 p.m. while in some 
cases work starts at 5 pzn. and 
lasts till 10 am, For such long 
hours of labor they are paid 
an average of ¥2,753. At some 
places they cre paid in goods 
and given only pocket money. 

Prefer Work 

Th their working condl- 
tion is bad juvenile workers are 
satisfied and do not want to go 
home. They come from ex- 
tremely poor homes with not 
enough to eat, so they would 
rather work at any job where 
they can eat. 


Many children must also stay 
away from school to help their 
parents in cottage industries. 
They usually work from 6 a.m. 
to 10 pan. or till later. 


In farming and fishing villages 
children must lend a hand to 
help out the family. Fishermen's 
children go out on the fishing 
boats with the adults before 
dawn and return after dark 
while children of charcoal burn- 
ers must get up with the sun 
and work till sunset. 


In farm villages absentees 
increase dur the busy season 
as every small hand must be 
mobilized. Boys and girls of 10 
are often seen carrying babies 
on their back while “ their 
parents toil on the farm, 


In agriculture, Hokkaido 
shows the largest percentage 
of absentees numbering 2,119 
followed by Ilwate Prefecture 
with 2,078, Aomorl Prefecture 
with 1,992, Ibaraki Prefecture 
with 1,482 and Kagoshima Pre- 
fecture with 1,133. 


In fisheries, Hokkaido also 
heads the list with 688 pupils 
staying away from school fol- 
lowed by Chiba Prefecture with 
587, Aomori Prefecture with 302, 
Hiroghima Prefecture with 343 
and Ehime Prefecture with 223. 

Employment of school chil- 
dren in industria! plants is head- 
ed by Osaka with i,147. The 
others are Tokyo with 1,070, 
Nara with 464, Hyogo Prefecture 
with 440 and Aichi Prefecture 
with 400. 


Day Laborers 
There are 771 youngsters 
working as day laborers in 
Osaka, 321 in Fukuoka, 165 in 
Hyogo Prefecture, 144 in Tokyo 
and 137 in Kochi Prefecture. 


Many boys and girls work at 
restaurants. There are 1,043 of 
them in Osaka, 389 in Chiba, 316 
in Tokyo, 246 in Fukuoka and 
223 in Hyogo Prefecture. 


Many youngsters forced to 
work long hours come to hate 
labor and leave their working 
places in search of an easier 
life, and often as not end up 
as juvenile delinquents. 

Those who return to schoo! 
after long absence are unable 
to catch up with their fellow- 
pups in schoolwork and lose 
interest in their studies. 

For such unfortunate children 
who cannot regularly attend 
schools there are night sehools 
in some junior high schools. By 
law every child must receive the 
nine-year compulsory education 
so that night schools for children 
under 15 are illegal. However, 
under the inevitable circum- 
stances many night junior high 
schools are open with the tacit 
approwal of the Education Mini- 
stry. 

By the Child’s Charter every 
child is entitled to equal educa- 
tional opportunities, but actual 
conditions in Japan are far from 
what is defined by the charter.

Synthetic Hormone 
Corrects Sex Fiends 


CARMEL, Calif. (INS)—A 
team of distinguished Oregon 
physicians reported today that 
daily doses of simple synthetic 
hormones can convert homosex- 
uals and sex fiends into wuse- 
ful, law-abiding citizens. 


Drs. William M. Laidlaw, 
Donald J. Moore and Cari C. 
Heller made the report at the 
annual meeting of the Western 
section of the American Fede- 
ration for Clinical Research. 


Dr. Heller told the meeting 
that he and his colleagues ex- 
perimented with 55 volunteer 
convicts serving terms in Ore- 
gon State Prison for sex crimes. 


After six to nine weeks of 
daily treatment with progaster- 
one, a female sex hormone, or 
synthetic versions of it, every 
convict in the group was infer- 
tile, impotent and had lost all 
sexual desire. They stayed 
that way as long aa they got 
their daily hormone pills, 


Dr. Heller said the convicts 
were happy about the results. 
He reported the Oregon State 
Parole Board is deeply interest- 
ed in the experiment, 


The suggestion has been 
made that many sexua! deviates 
and sexual psychopaths could 
be released from prisons if con- 
tinuing daily doses of the hor- 
mones were made a condition of 
parole. 

However, when the piils are 
stopped, potency returns after 
two weeks, seXual desire after 
four and fertility after 14 weeks 
~often to an accentuated de- 
gree, ° 

This same “rebound” in fer- 
tility after a spell with the pills 
noted by Dr. Heller has been 
reported successful in enabling 
relatively infertile men to fa- 
ther children. Other groups 
have reported equal success in 
treating women desiring chil- 
dren.

23 Countries Entered 
In Moscow Gym Tourney 


MOSCOW (AP)—The World 
iymnastic Championships sehed- 
uled July 6-10 in Moscow prom- 
ise to be the biggest yet, with 
many participants from Weat- 
ern nations taking part for the 
first time. 

Sergei Vassilievich Pushnov, 
hezd of the gymnastic section 
of the Soviet State Committee 
for “hysical Culture and Sports, 
said iast week 23 countries— 
. about evenly divided between 
East and West—have already 
confirmed their participation, 
and others may still be added. 

This compares with 18 na- 
tions participating in the pre 
vious world gymnastics Cham- 
pionships. All 40 members of 
the World Gymnastics Federa- 
tion have been invited. 

Countries that have confirmed 
their participation already are 
the United States, Great Britain, 
France, Italy, Japan, Denmark, 
Sweden, Finland, Austria, West 
Germany, Luxemburg and 
South Airica. 

Confirmation has also been 
received, Pushnov said, from 
East Germany, Communist 
China, Hungary, Poland, Roma- 
nia, Syria, Czechoslovakia, Yugo- 
slavia, Egypt and Bulgaria. 

The Russians expect to meet 
their stiffest competition from 
Japan, Finiand, Bast and West 
Germany, Czechoslovakia and 
Bulgaria. 

“The Japanese have made 


great progress since the Olym- 
pics,” Pushnoy said. “East 
Germany also has shown great 
improvement, and many other 
countries are training hard. 
There's a new wave of interest 
in gymnastics throughout the 
world and we expect an ex- 
tremely interesting meet.” 


He said the Russians expect 
about 500 participants and offi- 
cials for the meet, most of whom 
will be lodged at Moscow’s new 
skyscraper Ukraine Hotel. The 
first arrivals are expected in 
mid-June. 


Outstanding Soviet gymnasts 
expected to participate include 
Pavel Stolbov, Boris Shahlin, 
Albert Azarian and Valentine 
Muratov, among the men, For- 
mer champion Victor Chukarin 
has retired and is now one of 
the teams trainers. 

Among women, participants 
are expected to include Sophie 
Muratova, Larissa Latinina, Ta- 
mara Luhina, Tamara Manina 
and Tamara Bogdanova. 

The championships will be 
run under international federa- 
tion rules and in general the 
conditions will be similar to 
those prevailing at the Olym- 
pics. The championships will 
be held in the main arena and 
the sports palace of Moscow’s 
new Lenin Stadium, with open- 
ing ceremonies scheduled for 
July 5 in the main arena which

MOSCOW (AP)—Edouard 
Streltsov, one of the Soviet 
Union's top soccer stars, has 
been removed from the Soviet 
national team and several other 
Soviet soccer luminaries have 
been warned in a scandal over 
drunkenness that broke in the 
pages of the Soviet press Sun- 
day. 

The newspaper Trud report- 
ed Streltsov’s dismissal and the 
newspaper Komsomol Pravda 
ran a lurid expose of favoritism 
and wild living in the top 
ranks of Soviet soccer. 


The denunciation broke on 
the eve of the Soviet national 
team’s departure from Moscow 
for an international meet and 
at a time when the Soviet state 
committee for sports was rally- 
ing its ranks in preparation for 
the forthcoming World Soccer 
Championships in Sweden.

The reason that trade be 
tween Japan and Communist 
China did not make the head- 
way expected last year, he said, 
Was that Japan could not supply 
goods which China wanted.

It 
is being convened by the 
United Nations in accordance 
with a resolution adopted by 
the 11th General Assembly. 

All countries that are mem- 
bers of the United Nations and 
tts specialized agencies have 
been invited to attend. In addi- 
tion, -some 15 Government 
bodies, mostly concerned with 
fishing and other maritime 
questions, have been invited to 
send observers. 

Among the important prob- 
lems to be considered will be 
the extent of territorial waters. 
the right of “innocent passage,” 
the mationality of ships and 
whether there should be a speci- 
al United Nations registration 
entitling a vessel to fly the 
United Nations flag and receive 
United Nations protection, penal 
jurisdiction in maritime colll- 
sions, the slave trade, piracy, in- 
cluding piratical acts by air- 
craft if these are directed 
against ships on the high seas, 
and pollution of the seas by 
such materials as atomic waste. 
Other items on the agenda in- 
chide a revised set of articles 
on fisheries and fishing, the con- 
servation of the “living re 
sources of the sea,” and the con- 
tinental shelf and the right to 
explore and exploit its natura! 
resources, A separate study 
will be made of the question of 
free access by landlocked coun- 
tries to the sea. 

Drait Document 
The basic document for the 
conference will be a draft of 73 
articles worked out by the 
United Nations International 
Law Commission in a series of 
meetings, which began in ‘1949. 
One of the major problems 
before the conference will be 
the determination of the extent 
of the territorial waters. Com- 
menting on this subject in its 
report, the Internation’ Law 
Commission said: “The com- 
mission recognizes that interna- 
tional practice is not uniform 
as regards the delimitation of 
territorial waters. The commis- 
sion considers that internation- 
al law does not permit an ex- 
tension of territorial waters be- 
yond 12 miles. 
“The commission, 
taking any decision as to the 
extent of territorial waters up 
to that limit, notes, on the one 
hand, that many states have 
fixed an extent greater than 
three miles, and on the other 
hand, that many states do not 
recognize such an extent when 
that of their own territorial 
waters is less.”

Conference to Discuss 
Law of Sea Questions 


(Kyodo-Reuter) — 
More than 80 countries and an 
estimated 3,000 delegates will 


These are: freedom of naviga- 
tion, freedom of fishing, free- 
dom to lay submarine cables and 
pipelines, and freedom to fly 
over the high seas. 

During the debates of the 
International Law Commission, 
several delegates referred to 
the nuclear tests in the Pacific 
Ocean as being a restriction on 
the freedom of navigation. 
They maintained with some 
force that during these tests, 
shipping had to be diverted to 
go round the area where the 
testa were being carried out and 
that this constituted a violation 
by a single state of the freedom 
to navigate on the high seas by 
other nations, 

Without commenting directly 
on the nuclear tests, the com- 
mission sail that no state 
i|might subject any part of the 
ihigh seas to its sovereignty, 
hence no state might exercise 
jurisdiction over any such 
stretch of water. It added that 
states were bound to refrain 
from any acts which may 
adversely affect the use of the 
high seas by nationals of other 
| states. 

It seems probable that during 
the conference some nations, 
particularly Japan and India, 
may endeavor to introduce some 
(special phrasing into this arti- 
cle which would have the ef- 
fect of banning nuclear tests 
over areas of the high seas. 

The Law Commission, in its 
draft article on the right to 
board a ship, lays down that 
this right exists only if the ship 
is engaged in piracy, the slave 
trade or is trying to conceal its 
nationality. 


Right to Pursuit 


The commission’s debates on 
the right to pursuit were based 
to a considerable extent on the 
classic case ~of the Canadian 
rumrunner, the I'm Alone, 
which, in 1930, during prohibi- 
tion, was chased and sunk by 
a United States Coast Guard 
cutter outside the three-mile 
limit of United States. terri- 
torial waters. 

In the ensuing law suit 
brought by the owners of the 
“I'm Alone,” the Coast Guard 
cutter’s action was upheld on the 
ground that the chase had be- 
gun inside territorial waters, 
even though the action ended 
on the high seas, 

The draft article on this point 
to be discussed by the law of 
the sea conference lays down 
that such chase is permitted by 
Government vessels on the high 
| seas provided that it begins in- 
| side the territorial waters of the 
state affected. But here again 
the trouble will be to determine 
exactly what should be the 
limit of the territorial waters. 

Representatives of about 10 
landlocked states are to meet in 
Geneva to concert their policy 
about a week before the open- 
ing of the international con- 
ference.

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Arab Unity Move 


While the proclamation of Egypt-Syria unity is being 
hailed in Cairo and Damascus as a victory for Arab nation- 
alism, the step will be appraised by other nations lergely 
on the ground of whether or not it will make for greater 
tranquillity in the Middle Bast, a part of the world which 
has of late contributed more than its full share to inter- 


national tensions. 


Undoubtedly, it is a step of serious import, but just 
how serious, and to just what developments it will lead, 


can hardly be estimated at present. 
will wateh-with keen interest. 


The world, of course, 
It seems as if history is 


in part repeating itself; 3,000 years ago the Egyptians ruled 
in Syria and then, as now, a Jewish state separated the 


two countries physically. 


The two countries are unequal in population and pow- 
er. While Egypt has a population of over 20 million Syria 


has barely four million people. 


Both are, of course, pre- 


dominantly. Mesliem in religion and both use the Arabic 
language although there are dialectal differences here, and 
other differences are more than geographical, It is obvious, 
therefore, that in this merger Egypt must be the superior 
partner, and the present demonstrations in Damascus may 
not for long express the feelings of the Syrian populace. 

The statement of the Svrian Parliamentary Speaker 
Akram Hourani, who is acting as Syrian President during 
President Shukri Kuwatly’s absence in Cairo, that this 
event—the unity proclamation—is the “greatest step by

It is to be noted that all three countries, Egypt, Syria 
and Yemen, have received aid of various sorts from Soviet 
Russia, ond it is a ‘matter for speculation whether’ the 
merger has been prompted by Moscow which has long been 
seeking to use the aspirations of various Arab leaders for 


its own ends. 


We fear that a situation may arise which

Bus Transportation 

Buses rumbiing over Japan’s bumpy country roads and 
pot-marked city streets carried an average of 10 milion 
passengers a day last year—just about equal to the volume 
on the Japan National Railways System. And the number 
of people turning to bus travel is increasing. 

This does not necessarily mean that the trains are be- 
coming unpopular. We need only iry to imagine what it 
would be like if these 10 million persons were squeezed 


into the overcrowded trains 


to get the answer. Japan's 


railways alone are simply unable to meet the transporta- 
tion needs of the growing population. 

Unlike iff the past, then, when travel meant travel 
by train, today buses are extremely important in the 
nation’s transportation picture. 

Right now the Transportation Ministry has as many 
as 1,000 applications from bus firms to start new routes, 
it is obvious that this rapidly expanding business has be- 
come a significant matter requiring well-considered public 


policy. 


in the cities bus service has had a fairly long his- 


tory. 


The trend especially worthy of note now is the 


expansion into long-iistance service. Among the applica- 
tions on file are-those for such long routes as Tokyo-Osaka 
and Nagéya-Osaka, and they in particular are seen as 


competition.for the railways. 


If they do offer competition, we think it would be a 
splendid thing, for the public of course would stand to 


benefit, 


To our way of thinking there is but one factor that 
might rule against the advisability of letting the bus com- 


panies expand. That is the roads.

Here, then, is another reason why the highway 
construction program must be pushed with all haste. 
Also, considering the weight of these vehicles, we are 
reminded how important it is to build roads with solid, 


strong foundations. 


PARIS—-Behind the moon- 
struck public agitation sabout

The serious Western Euro- 
pean and British analysts of So- 
viet behavior are also pretty 
well agreed upon another point, 
however. On repeated occa- 
sions, culminating in a dramatic 
New Year's toast at the Krem- 
lin reception, Nikita Khrushchey 
himeelf has indicated that he 
wants talks-in-acorner between 
the Soviets and Americans. 
These invitations offer the real 
chance, if there is any. 


They presage no debating so- 
clety. They are invitations to 
the kind of talks the Soviets in- 
variably seck when they want 
to get down to business. The 
most highly qualified Western 
analysts are therefore agreed 
that the Soviets probably really 
do want to get down to busi- 
ness with the United States at 
this time—although there is 
wide diversity of view about the 
possible subjects they wish to 
get down to business about,

Yet the Khrushchev invita- 
tions have so far met with 
nothing better than a chilly 
snub, unless appearances are 
most misieading. 

Maybe some form of Amer- 
ican response to Khrushchev 
has been very secretly agreca 
upon at the very highest levei, 
between President Eisenhower, 
Prime Minister Macmilian an4d 
French Premier Gaillard.

Kahoku Shimpo (Sendai), tak- 
ing up the current Diet session, 
said the 28th Diet has the im- 
portant job of charting the path 
Japan should follow at this 


major turning point in the in- 
ternational situation. In this 
connection the paper regretted 
that both Prime Minister Nobu- 
suke Kishi and Foreign Min- 
ister Alichiro Fujiyama had, in 
their Diet speeches, only ex- 
plained their views on what the 
path should be, It lamented 
that they falled to touch on 
the means whereby the nation 
could attain the path. It also 
agreed with the proposal made 
in the Diet by jalist Party 
Chairman Mosaburo Suzuki for 
a denuclearized zone in north- 
west Pacific. Japan should take 
the initiative in advancing this 
view, the paper said, 


Chubu Nippon Shimbun (Na- 
goya) hailed the American sue- 
cess in setting off an artificial 
satellite even though it was 
four months later than the So- 
viet Union. Although there may 
be some difference in its size or 
capabilities from that of the 
Soviet Union, the paper said, 
it sufficed to show there was no 
substantial difference in the aci- 
entific and“ technological levels 
of the United States aud Soviet 
Union.

On the one hand, the chance 
that he has offered is not some- 
thing that we can afford to re- 
ject from sheer immobilism.

On the other hand, Khrush- 
chev is a singularly human 
statesman, with a high glow 
of self-confidence, success and 
even arrogance.

And 
the apparent decision to snub 
Nikita Khrushchev is all tne 
more questionable, because tne 
Western allies have not even 
begun to try to agree among 
themselves about the base and 
critical problem.

l am not sure whether they 
all truly believed in their cause, 
or whether they proclaimed 
their slogan loudly more or less 
for some political reasons. But 
that as it may, they were the 
people who hati started as 
sealots, While Fukuzawa was 
decidediy consistent, never 
wavering in his westernism 
from the beginning of his pub- 
lic life till his end, and his in- 
fluence on the Japanese public 
through writings was simply 
overwhelming. Herein lies the 
significance of Yukichi Fuku- 
zawa to modern Japan, 

Now granting that Fukuzawa 
was the foremost exponent and 
leader of westernism in Japan, 
one will be asked what were 
the things of the West which 
Fukuzawa was particularly 
anxious to see transplanted in 
Japan. They were two: first 
the sciences or the scientific 
way of thinking of the Western 
people. Second: the spirit of 
independence in place of the 
virtue of feudal obedience of 
the Japanese of the time, Here 
a passage or two from his 
autobiography may be quoted. 
In the middie of the Chapter 
ll of his well-known autubiog- 
raphy he Says: 

Oceident Excels 


“From my own observations 
of both occidental and oriental 
civilizations, | find that each 
has certain strong points and 
weak points bound up in its 
moral teaching and acientific 
theory. But when I examine 
which excels the other as to 
wealth, armament and general 
well-being, 1 have to put the 
orient below the occident....” 

In the education of the East, 
so often saturated with Con- 
fucian teaching, | find two 
points lacking; that is to Say, 
the lack of studies in number 
and reason in material culture, 
and the lack of the idea of inde- 
pendence in spiritual culture. 
Here Fukuzawa talks of “stu- 
dies in mumber and reason.’ I 
here quote Mr. Kiyooka’s be- 
autiful translation and of course 
he is perfectly right here too. 
But, 1 think, if we do it with 
some more freedom we could 
translate the phrase in question 
as science of mathematicai 
logic, or with still more free- 
dom, sciences of exact reason- 
ing. I think you now see what 


Fukuzawa meant by what he 
said here, 

Now as to the bringing in of 
the two things which Fukuzawa 
thought were iacking in the 
Fast, one will be askea how Fu- 
kuzawa liked the progress of 
modernized Japan of which he 
was the foremost of leaders. I 
am happy to say that he was 
very well satisfied with it. Near 
the end of his life, Fukuzawa 
looked back to the change and 
rise of the Japanese nation in 
the 30 years since the Restora- 
tion and found it well-done. 


Started School 


When the American fleet 
under Perry came to Japan in 
1853 Fukuzawa was still a young 
man of 20, totally unknown be- 
yond the simall cirele of rela- 
tives and friends. When the 
three ports (Yokohama, Naga- 
saki, Hakodate) were opened to 
foreigners in 1859 he was a 
young scholar of 24 in Kdo 
(present day Tokyo) and had 
just started a small private 
school which was to grow into 
Kelo University of today. Then 
he went abroad three times. 
Then came the Restoration and 
the abolition of the feudal sys- 
tem. The laws of conscription 
and of compulsory education 
followed. The Diet was opened 
in 1890, then came the war and 
victory against China in 1894-5, 
Fukuzawa was then 60 years 
old. 

This period of 60 years was 
really an eventful one for Japan 
as well as for Fukuzawa. Look- 
ing back to the days when he 
was a@ young man and his coun- 
try’s independence was 
pardized under the pressure of 
the mighty powers of the West- 
ern World, the rapid progress 
and the radical change of mo- 
dern Japan may have appeared 
to him like scenes in a happy 
dream, 

Rare Exception 

History is full of examples of 
disappointed leaders of the 
people. We can Cepgratulate 
Fukuzawa as well as’ ourselves 
for his having been the rarest 
of rare exceptions to it. Indeed 
a great many died in bitter 
disillusionment and despair, 

Although Fukuzawa was, as 
we have seen, very well satis- 
fied with the achiewements of

new Japan and felt his efforts 
amply rewarded, he was not 
without desire for more for the 
future of Japan, He gives 
three items, First, he wanted 
to see the moral standards of 
men and women of Japan more 
elevated so as to make them 
truly worthy of a civilized na- 
tion. Second, he wanted to 
encourage a religion—either 
Buddhism or Christianity—to 
pacify the minds of a large 
number of our people. And 
thirdly, he wishea to have a 
large foundation created for the 
research of both physical and 
mental sciences, somewhat anti- 
cipating the Institute fer Ad- 
vanced Study in Princeton 
which was to be founded years 
afterward. This is revealed 
at the very end of his auto- 
biography. 


On another oceasion, he gave 
vent to two. fears concerning 
the future of Japan, one, the 
fear of war fever: the other, 
that for irresponsible and 
thoughtless political radicalism. 
He relayed these fears in one 
of his letters to a friend writ- 
ten about 1897. In it he speaks 
of the danger of republicanism 
and communism. As there were 
still 20 years before the world 
saw the Russian revolution, 
Fukuzawa had not seen what 
today’s communism would be 
like. But it is not at all hard 
for us to see what it was that 
Fukuzawa feared for the future 
of Japan, 3 


Teaching Stil New 


But here we must remember 
that what Fukuzawa feared was 
an irresponsible and thought- 
less radicalism, not the progress 
of society itself, 


Nowadays people often speak 
of progress or progressiveness. 
I understand progress to mean 
two things. (1). The pushing 
back of the oppression of na- 
ture over man, or in other 
words, advance of conquest of 
nature by man through promo- 
tion of sciences and technology. 
(2). Pushing back of oppres- 
sion of man over man, spread- 
ing and deepening of the esteem 
of man as an end in itself, not 
man as a means to other end, 
to borrow the terminology of 
Kantian. 


Today the words progress or 
progressiveness tend to bring 
with them a certain colored as- 
sociation. But when under- 
stood in the sense given above, 
no one can be but enthusiasti- 
cally for it. 


I must say that we can not be 
totally for Western civilization. 
But so far as the scientific way 
of thinking and the esteem of 
individual personality are con- 
cerned, we must admit that the 
West, at least so far, has been 
ahead of the East. And we have 
still much to learn from them. 
In this sense, | do not hesitate 
to say, that I adhere not to 
Asianism, Africanism or Rus- 
sianism but to Westernism to- 
day as yesterday. 

Fukuzawa said that in the 
East in comparison with the 
West, two things were lacking 
and they were science of exact 
reasoning and the idea of inde- 
pendence, I think his teaching 
or this warning is still new and 
true today, very new and very 
true,

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Taking Stock of Ike 


Criticism Growing, Leadership Doubted

WASHINGTON—President Ei- 
genhower last week began his 
sixth White House year. It’s too 
goon for final judgments, But 
some things can be sald on both 
sides of his Administration's per- 
formance so far. 


He's still popular but less 
so than before. He took office 
as a military hero and ‘fre- 
cognized leader. For years he 
was almost free of criticism. 
Now he’s increasingly being 
criticized and his leadership 
questioned. 


History may say the two 
worst things that happened to 
tisenhower were his three il 
Inesses, which slowed him up, 
and Stalin’s death. The psycho- 
pathic Stalin’s one-track hosti- 
lity frightened Russia's neigh- 
bors. 

Stalin’s heirs switched tactics 
and began making progress 
with blandishments, salesman- 
ship and propaganda, Eisen- 
hower has found no new way 
to offset them, 


As a military leader Risen- 
hower was expected to keep 
this country in front of Russia, 
But he was caught napping on 
Russian progress in missiles. 
The proof is his effort now to 
catch up. 

Eisenhower led this country 
into its greatest period of pro- 
living costs 
have risen steadily. Now the 
economy is declining and wn- 
employment increasing. 

He wanted economy and 
practiced it, although he may 
have been too economical on 
defense. He balanced the bud- 
get twice but may never be 
able to do so again. Because 


of the Russians, his budget 
this year set a record, 
For 20 years Republicans 


blasted the “creeping socialism” 
of the new deal and the “fair 
deal.” And Elsenhower has 
tried to turn. more and more 
government activities over to 
states or private business, But 
he has taken over most of the 
earlier Democratic programs 
and expanded them. 

Perhaps his greatest contribu- 
tion was his restraint and 
common sense at the time he 
took office: a time of deep 
worry over domestic commu- 
nism with the country almost 
sick in its division over Me- 
Carthyism. 

By his patience and decency 
he helped calm fear and pas- 
sion, The American Commu- 
nist Party now is a dwindling 
threat. And Eisenhower's aides 
helped push Sen, McCarthy 
and McCarthyism out of the 
American conciousness, 

But his restraint has work- 
ed against Eisenhower in other 
ways. He’s been far less than 
aggressive in fighting with 


Congress for his programs, 
The result: some of his pet 
projects were banged around. 

That sarne restraint and hesi- 
tancy about irritating anyone 
may have wnintentionally pre- 
cipitated his greatest domestic 
crisis: the [Little Rock school 
episode. 

Refore that occurred, Eisen- 
hower not only declined to say

whether he approved the Sup- 
reme Court’s ruling that public 
school segregation is unconsti- 
utional but backed away from 
saying whether he'd use troops 
if necessary to back up the 
courts, 

Eventually he had to use the 
troops, when Arkansas’ Goy. 
Faubus called out the National 
Guard and kept Negro students 
from the school, If Eisenhower 
had taken a stand earlier on the 
use of troops, Faubus might not 
have tried what he did, 

In the foreign field Elsen- 
hower got an end to the Korean 
war, restored quiet to the Tai- 
wan area, may have prevented 
a world war by forcing a quick 
end to the British-French-Israeli 
invasion of Egypt, fought for 
continued foreign aid, and even 
went to the summit conference 
in a vain search for peace, 

His most original effort in 
foreign affairs was his atoms for 
peace proposal, now finally in 
operation, but one intangible 
thing — Eisenhower's obvious 
good wili—may have been his 
greatest contribution to foreign 
affairs and world peace. 

Russian recognition of his 
good will possibly explains in 
some part why the Russians 
have not been more explosive. 
Another reason, of course, is 
their fear of American retalia- 
tion if they tried any large-siz- 
ed aggression. 

But Eisenhower's foreign po- 
licy is not originally his own. 
He has followed the basic Tru- 
man foreign policy and has add- 
ed to it practically no new ideas 
of his own,

Hazards of Space Travel

NEW YORK—An Air Force 
Scientist says man may find 
space crawling with these men- 
tal hazards: 


Marching «~ ,uirrels, smiling 
hippopotomi, tiny rocket ships 
that fire pellets, and little men 
who swing on space ship in- 
struments. 

Reporting last Thursday to a 

meeting of the Institute of 
Aeronautical Sciences, experi- 
mental phychologist George T. 
Hauty told of three pre-space 
flight experiments. 
- One of these was conducted 
by McGill University scientists 
of Montreal. They wanted to 
find out what happened when 
you shut off sights, sounds and 
other sense stimuli. They clos- 
ed male volunteers in cubicles 
for 48 hours. 

Soon one subject reported: “A 
procession of squirrels with 
sacks over their shoulders 
marching purposefully across a 
snowfield ...” 

Another said he saw 2 minia- 
ture rocket ship shooting pellets 
at his arm. 

In addition to having halluci- 
nations, the volunteers became 
irritable and were unable to 
concentrate on complex ideas, 

The volunteers were amused 
by the visions at first—but later 
compl that they interfer- 
ed with their sleep. 

While allowed 20-minute 
breaks at mealtimes, they were 
not permitted to sleep. 

Much to the surprise of re- 
searchers, the subjects reported 
hallucinations and illusions. 

Some were simple and poorl 
defined, said Hauty—for ii 
stance “the instrument panel 
kept melting and dripping to 
the floor.” 

Other subjects reported were

well-organized phenomena, such 
as: 

“On several occasions, the (in- 
strument) showed a hippopota- 
mus smiling at me.” 

Another said he spent a good 
deal of time brushing away 
little men who kept swinging on 
the air speed indicator. and 
preventing him from read’ng it. 

Study of polio patients newly 
confined to tank-type respirators 
showed they, too, experienced 
ictlucinations at the start, 

“In space travel,” said Hauty, 
“the human operator will cer- 
tainly be denied much of the 
sensory experience to which he 
is normally accustomed.” 

In addition, he'll have to do 
jobs that are highly repetitious. 
So unless certain dangers are 
recognized and corrected before 
man gets into space, the human 
element could be the most er- 
ratic component of a space 
trayel system, Hauty said,
